SENSELESS HOAX 


Report 
of 
Governor’s 
Assassination 


Spread at Indianapolis. 
Indianapolis, 
Sept. 
19. 
The 
tele 
phone bill on Chief of Police Kruger's 
desk rang at 4 o'clock yesterday after­ 
noon and an excited voice exclaimed 
that someone had fired three shots 
at Governor Hanly at the latter s of 
flee. 
Almost as quickly as it take3 to 
tell It Chief Kruger, Detective Chief 
Kinney, Police Captain Boylan and 
three patrolmen were en route to the 
statehouse as rapidly as the “hurry 
iii)” wagon could take them. 
Arriving 
there they fairly flew up the stone 
steps and through the corridors to the 
chief executive’s office. 
They burst 
into his rooms like a cyclone, bent on 
capturing an assassin, but to their 
surprise they found the governor seat­ 
ed at his desk dictating letters, en 
tirely unconscious of the report that 
someone had tried to fill him full of 
holes 
The governor gazed calmly at 
the breathless officers, but before he 
could inquire as to their unceremoni­ 
ous appearance Calef Kruger blurted: 
“Ain't you shot. Governor?" 
“Well, hardly, thank you.” replied 
the governor, but he quickly took in 
the entire sanctum as lf to see lf any 
of his opponents were lurking about 
with a gun. 
“ Well, we thought you had been 
shot," said the now thoroughly embar 
rassed Kruger. 
Tho latter and his companions were 
now looking guiltily at each other. 
Tho governor, however, tried to re­ 
lievo them by stating that he had been 
at the desk an bour and a half and 
had heard no shots fired 
He bowed 
the officers out as plasantly as poasi 
hie, hut the latter ran into a small 
army of excited people as they left 
the statehouse, as the report about 
the governor being shot spread like 
wildfire when the mission of the po 
lice became known. 
The telephones 
at the statehouse wore kept bitsy till 
late by anxious Inquirers who wanted 
to know if the governor had been 
assassinated. 


Governor Hanly’s action toward ex 
Auditor Sherrick will probably result 
in ending for the present the custom 
of lending the state's funds, as Sec­ 
retary of State Storms. DU Inspector 
Conger. Attorney General Miller and 
Clerk of the Supreme Court Drown 
are ready to settle Ort 4. which is the 
day for regular quarterly settlem ents 
and the issuing of salary warrants. 
Storms has written the governor he 
has the money in the bank and can 
settle any minute 
The other officials 
are also ready to settle any time. 
As 
to whether or not Governor Hanly 
can be sued for libel, a prominent a t­ 
torney who rendered an opinion on 
the m atter says that in performing of­ 
ficial acts the governor has practical­ 
ly the same license that a judge has in 
dealing with a question before a jury. 
His communications to the attorney 
general in the m atter might not fur­ 
nish ground for suit for libel, but after 
his removal of Sherrick any statem ent 
of a 
libelous 
character concerning 
anyone involved would make him sub­ 
ject to action in court the same as a 
private citizen. 
The governor went 
to Fort W ayne last night and this 
afternoon delivered an address before 
an old soldiers’ reunion at Hamilton. 
Ind. 
He will spend tonight in Fort 
W ayne and return to Indianapolis to­ 
morrow.
